Butler county, where he was given s
gongregation and where they lived nntil
1888 In her testimonv Mra McFarland
stated that he abused ber until she was com-
pelled to return to ber mother in .llleghenr
She states that he eommenced his nbuse in
1885, He swore st ber, struck her, beat,
kicked sud choked her sud threw her down-
staira His abuse was continuoua At one
time she slleges he threatened, whipped
and finslly drogeed her for three days to
eompel her to  sign some papers He
threstened to cut her throat, and also

poiated n revolver at her. His cruelty
conunued ontil 1888 when she had to leave
him. All this time, she siated, he was
preaching, and was the most popular
preacher in Butler county. Sinoce then his
popularity waned, and she says he was ex-
wlled from the church and is now reading
aw. The divoree suit wss commenced in
the spring of 1880, Desertion was ch
Mis. McFarland's testimony was corrobor-
ated by = number of witnesses. McFar-
land made no defense.
